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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Louth 
Rural  District  Council. 


GENTLEMEN, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1925,  and  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  this  Report  is  also  a  survey 
of  the  general  Sanitary  and  Housing  conditions  in  the  district  for 
the  five  years  192 1  — 1925  inclusive. 

I  will  therefore  begin  with  a  brief  account  of  the  natural 
and  social  conditions  of  the  area. 

The  district  is  wholly  rural  and  ist  geographically* 
divided  into  two  distinct  parts — the  Wolds  and  the  Marsh. 

The  L.N.E.  Railway  line,  running  south  from  Grimsby 
through  Louth  to  Alford,  is  a  dividing  line  between  these  two 
portions. 

That  part,  lying  west  of  the  railway  line,  known  as  the 
Wolds,  is,  in  the  main,  very  hilly,  in  some  places  being  between 
400  and  500  ft.  above  the  sea  level.  The  sub-soil  in  this  district 
is  chalk  and  the  farms,  to  a  very  great  extent,  are  arable  land. 

The  eastern  part,  between  the  railway  line  and  the  sea. 
known  as  the  Marsh,  is  very  flat  and  in  places,  almost  below 
sea-level. 

The  sub-soil  here,  is  generally  clay,  and  there  are  tracts  of 
rich  grass  land  which  makes  it  one  of  the  best  grazing  districts 
in  the  country. 

Agriculture  is  the  main  industry. 

The  area  of  the  district,  up  to  April  1st,  1925,  was 
146,090,  acres  but  after  that  date  the  parish  of  Trusthorpe  ceased 
to  be  included,  having  been  amalgamated  with  Sutton-on-Sea  and 
Mablethorpe,  thus  reducing  the  area  to  144,656  acres. 


The  population  at  the  1921  census  was  17,210.  It  is  now 
(Jan.,  1926.)  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  at  16,700. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  1921  was  4,468.  The 
number  of  families,  or  separate  occupiers,  in  the  same  year  was 
4,488. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  district  is  £1 65,961  and  the 
sum  represented  by  a  id.  rate  on  the  assessable  value  is 
£450  8s.  2d.

The  death  rate  in  the  district  is  generally,  slighter  higher  than 
the  rate  for  the  whole  country. 

In  my  opinion,  this  is  due  to  the  large  number  of  old  people 
who  come  to  reside  here. 

In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  note  that,  of  the  222 
deaths  which  occurred  last  year,  140,  i  t.  63%  were  of  60  years  of 
of  age  and  upwards,  and  of  these  40  were  between  60  and  70;  61 
between  70  and  80;  34  between  80  and  90;  and  5  of  90  years  and 
upwards.

The  one  death  from  sepsis  (Puerperal  Fever)  gives  the  rate 
per  rooo  of  population  of  0*05,  which  compares  favourably  with 
the  average  of  the  whole  country,  which  was  oo*6 

Deaths  under  1  year  of  age  : — 

Legitimate  16,  Illegitimate  2. 

This  corresponds  to  a  rate  per  1,000  births  of  58-8,  which  is 
very  considerably  under  the  average  of  the  whole  country  viz.,  75. 


There  were  no  deaths  from  Infectious  Diseases  during  the 
year. 

The  Vital  Statistics,  for  1925,  are  shown  in  tabulated  form  in 
the  Appendix  (Table  1),  and  for  the  years  1921 — 1925  in 
comparison  with  those  for  the  whole  country,  in  the  Appendix 
(Table  II).

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases  was  about  the  same  as 
in  1924. 

Excluding  the  cases  of  Chicken-pox,  which  was  not  previously 
notifiable,  there  were  29  cases  notified  as  against  30  in  1924. 

SCARLET  FEVER  (18) 

These  were  distributed  as  follows  : — 

Fulstow  3  Tetney  2  Waithe  2 

North  Thoresby  2  North  Somercotes  2  Hainton  2 
Stenigot,  South  Willingham,  Utterby,  Grainthorpe, 
Yarborough,  one  each. 

All  the  cases  were  mild  in  character  and  by  prompt  isolation 
and  disinfection,  the  disease  was  prevented  from  spreading  and 
no  epidemic  occurred. 

DIPHTHERIA  (3) 

Two  cases,  both  of  which  were  contracted  in  London 
occurred  at  Welton-le-Wold. 

One  slight  case  at  Saleby,  the  origin  of  which  could  not  be 
traced. 


ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA. 

One  slight  case  at  South  Elkington,  the  patient  is  making  a 
slow  but  fairly  satisfactory  recovery. 

CHICKEN  POX  (24) 

Owing  to  the  prevalance  of  Small-pox  in  the  county,  the 
notification  of  Chicken-pox  was  made  compulsory  from  August 
1st,  1925. 

OPHTHALAMIA  NEONATORUM 

One  case  notified  at  North  Thoresby  was  treated  at  home, 
and  recovered  completly,  vision  being  unimpaired. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

During  the  year  19  cases  were  notified. 

Particulars  of  these,  and  of  the  deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  are 
given  in  the  Appendix  (Table  IV.) 

No  cases,  requiring  action  to  be  taken  under  the  Public 
Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulation  1925,  have  been 
reported. 


Survey  of  the  Incidence  etc.,  of  Infectious  Disease  during 

the  years  1921 — 1925. 

A  table,  showing  the  incidence  of,  and  deaths  from  Infectious 
Diseases  is  given  in  the  Appendix  ('['able  III).  From  this  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  district  has  been  fairly  free  from  Infectious 
Disease  during  the  period  under  review. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

Has  accounted  for  the  greatest  number  of  notifications  in 
each  year,  except  1922,  when  only  3  cases  were  notified.  In  the 
other  years  the  average  number  of  cases  was  17.  All  the  cases 
have  been  slight,  with  the  exception  of  one  case  which  terminated 
fatally.  As  this  case  was  a  woman  who  had  recently  been 
confined,  it  is  possible  that  there  may  have  been  other  causes 
which  contributed  to  her  death. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  3  cases  in  1924  and  5  cases  in  1925 
were  removed  to  an  Isolation  Hospital.  This  was  done  on 
account  of  exceptional  circumstances  which  made  effective 
isolation  at  home  impossible,  or  on  account  of  an  impending 
confinement  in  the  house.  The  8  patients  remvoved  to  Hospital 
were  from  only  5  houses,  as  in  three  cases  the  second  person  was 
attacked  after  the  removal  of  the  first  patient. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

Was  not  very  prevalent,  except  in  1923,  when  n  cases  were 
notified.  Seven  of  these  occurred  in  one  family  at  Swaby,  due  to 
defective  drainage,  which  has  been  since  remedied. 

Two  of  these  cases  died,  and  these  are  the  only  deaths  from 
this  disease  during  the  five  years. 

The  average  number  of  cases  notified  in  each  of  the  other 
years  under  review  was  only  3. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Has  fortunately  been  conspicuous  by  its  absence  in  the  last 
two  years.  Five  cases,  with  1  death,  occurred  on  one  farm  in  1921 

The  only  possible  cause  one  could  find,  was  a  very  filthy 
crew  yard  close  to  the  house. 

In  1922  there  was  only  one  very  slight  case,  due  to  the 
pollution  of  a  well. 

In  1923  there  were  4  cases  notified-  Two  of  these  at 
Grainthorpe  were  serious.  One  case  which  had  been  removed 
to  Hospital  ended  fatally. 

The  other  two  cases  were  atypical  and  very  slight  in 
character,  the  diagnosis  being  made  only  on  the  Widal  Reaction. 

ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA. 

Was  first  notified  in  the  district  in  1924.  Three  cases  were 
reported  in  that  year,  and  one  case  in  1925.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  these  four  cases  all  occurred  within  a  jradius  of  two 
miles,  but  I  could  not  find  that  there  had  been  any  contact  at  all 
between  the  patients. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

A  Table  is  appended  (Appendix  Table  V)  giving  particulars 
of  the  cases  of  and  the  deaths  from,  Tuberculosis  during  the  years 
1921  — 1925.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  cases 
notified  in  each  year  was  about  20,  except  in  1923,  when  only  14 
cases  were  reported. 

The  number  of  deaths  has  been  about  the  same  in  each  year 
viz : — 14. 

MEASLES. 

Was  epidemic  over  nearly  the  whole  district  in  the  winter 
of  1922 — 1923,  but  the  cases  were  mild  and  only  one  death  was 


reported.  This  was  the  only  death  from  Measles  in  the  five 
years,  and  although  the  disease  is  generally  present  in  a  sporadic 
form  in  some  part  of  the  district,  it  appears  to  be  of  a  less  severe 
type  than  formerly. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Has  been  fairly  prevalent  during  the  last  five  years,  and  one 
death  was  reported  in  each  year,  with  the  exception  of  1925. 

INFLUENZA. 

Has  been  prevalent  each  winter,  and  in  the  winter  of  192 1  — 
1922,  occurred  in  a  wide  spread  epidemic  of  a  rather  serious 
nature,  causing  several  deaths.  Since  then  it  has  been  of  a 
milder  character.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Influenza  in  the 
five  years  is  as  follows  : —

ANTHRAX. 

Two  cases  were  reported  in  October,  1921.  One  case  was  in 
a  man  who  had  slaughtered  a  beast  about  a  week  before  and  the 
other  was  in  a  bo}r  who  had  helped  to  move  the  carcase, 

Both  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital  and  recovered. 

The  carcase  had  been  taken  into  cold  storage  in  Grimsby, 
but,  on  the  Grimsby  Health  Authority  being  notified  by  me,  the 
carcase  was  seized,  and  having  been  found  to  be  infected  with 
Anthrax,  was  destroyed. 

The  infected  premises  were  isolated  and  disinfected,  and  no 
cases  have  occurred  since. 


Control  over  Infectious  Disease. 

On  the  occurrence  of  a  case  of  Infectious  Disease,  steps  are 
taken  at  once  to  trace  the  source  of  infection. 

Instructions  are  given  as  to  the  isolation  of  the  patient,  and 
disinfectants  are  supplied.  When  the  medical  practitioner  in 
charge  of  the  case  reports  that  the  case  has  recovered  sufficiently, 
the  house  is  disinfected  with  Formalin  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  in  the  district,  as  the  houses 
are  so  scattered  that  it  is  quite  unnecessary. 


In  exceptional  circumstances,  patients  are  removed  to  the 
Grimsby  Isolation  Hospital  at  Scartho,  or  to  the  City  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Lincoln, 

Patients  so  sent  away  are  expected  to  pay  a  reasonable  share 
of  the  cost  of  their  maintenance  whilst  in  the  Hospital, 

A  stock  of  disinfectants  which  are  supplied  free  for  use  in 
cases  of  infectious  disease,  is  kept  at  the  following  places  : —

Louth,  at  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  House.

Withern,  at  Dr.  McNabb’s  ,, 

DIPHTHERIA  ANTI-TOXIN 

Is  supplied  free,  and  can  be  obtained  from  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  30,  Hawthorne  Avenue,  Louth,  or  from  me.  The 
Schick  Test  in  Diphtheria,  and  the  Dick  Test  in  Scarlet  Fever 
have  not  been  used  in  the  district. 

No  vaccination  or  re-vaccinations  have  been  performed  by 
me,  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


Nursing  Arrangements. 

(General)  There  are  District  Nurses  at  North  Somercotes, 
Hainton,  North  Cotes  and  Grimoldby. 

(For  Infectious  Disease.)  There  is  a  Nurse  stationed  at 
Louth  by  the  County  Council,  to  visit  cases  of  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough  reported  by  school-teachers,  and  to  help  in  the 
nursing,  if  necessary. 

She  is  also  available  to  help  in  nursing  cases  of  Puerperal 
Fever  and  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  if  required  by,  and  under  the 
instructions  of,  the  doctor  in  charge  of  the  case* 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

A  Motor  Ambulance,  maintained  by  the  British  Red  Cross,  is 
available  for  the  conveyance  Gf  non  infectious  and  accident  cases 
It  is  stationed  at  Messrs.  Thorn  Bros.  Garage,  Chequergate,  Louth. 


Sanitation. 

A  summary  of  the  Sanitary  work  done  during  the  year,  will 
be  found  in  the  Appendix  Table  VI. 


Food  Supply. 

(a)  MILK  The  supply  of  milk  in  the  district  is  very  good 
as  regards  quality,  but  at  times  there  is  a  scarcity  in  some  of  the 
villages. 

No  applications  have  been  made  to  sell  milk  under  the  special 
designations  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  1923. 

The  cowsheds  and  dairies  have  been  inspected  systematically, 
and  except  for  a  few  minor  defects,  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

(b)  MEAT  Last  year  you  appointed  Mr.  A.  H.  Adams, 
M.R.C.V.S.,  as  Inspector  of  Meat,  under  the  Public  Health  (Meat) 
Regulations  1924. 

His  report  shows  that  the  quality  of  the  meat  sold  in  the 
district  is  generally  excellent. 

There  are  no  public  slaughterhouses.

(c)  BREAD  Bakehouses— there  are  16  in  the  district,  and 
on  inspection,  all  of  them  were  found  to  be  kept  satisfactorily. 
None  of  them  are  underground. 


Water  Supply. 

There  are  no  public  Waterworks  in  the  district,  the  water 
supply  being  chiefly  from  Artesian  Wells,  overflowing  springs,  and 
a  few  surface  wells. 

A  few  of  the  Wold  Villages  are  supplied  with  water  which  has 
been  pumped  up  to  reservoirs  by  water-wheels,  rams  or  windmills. 

The  water  in  the  district  is  uniformly  good,  and  as  a  rule 
there  is  no  scarcity. 

In  the  latter  part  of  1921,  several  of  the  wells  in  the  district 
became  dry,  owing  to  the  severe  drought  in  the  previous  summer, 
but  there  was  no  real  water  famine. 

The  water  from  the  Artesian  wells  in  some  of  the  Marsh 
villages  near  tho  coast,  has  often  been  under  suspicion,  on  account 
of  the  quantity  of  free  ammonia  found  in  it  upon  analysis.  This 
water  is,  however  uniformly  very  good,  the  free  ammonia  being  of 
vegetable  origin,  from  a  peaty  deposit  under  the  clay. 


The  overflowing  Artesian  Wells  in  some  of  the  Marsh  villages, 

e.g.  Tetney,  North  Cotes,  Marshchapel,  Graintliorpe,  Fulstow, 
Saltfleetby  and  Covenham  are  interesting. 

The  bore  is  of  an  average  depth  of  90  ft.  and  the  water  over¬ 
flows  in  some  cases  to  a  height  of  2  or  3  ft.  above  the  ground. 

Some  of  these,  particularly  those  nearer  the  coast,  run  con- 
tinously  all  the  year  round. 

Others  only  during  the  summer,  as  it  takes  some  months  for 
the  winter  rains  to  percolate  through  the  chalk. 

Twelve  samples  of  water  were  examined  in  1925,  eight  of  these 
showing  some  signs  of  contamination.  The  necessary  steps  were 
taken  to  remedy  this  condition. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

Pollution  of  the  River  Lud, 

The  pollution  of  the  River  Lud,  through  the  effluent  discharge 
from  the  Louth  Sewerage  Works,  still  coutinues,  but,  as  a  result 
of  a  special  report  which  I  presented  to  you  last  summer,  action 
was  taken  in  the  matter  and  the  Louth  Corporation  have  decided 
to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  abate  the  nuisance, 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  are  drainage  systems  at  Aby,  Bmbrook,  Ludford  and 
North  Somecotes  which  work  satisfactorily. 

In  the  rest  of  the  district  the  houses  are  drained  according  to 
their  position  and  surroundings ;  generally  into  cesspools,  or  in 
cases  direct  into  a  dyke,  in  which  there  is  running  water. 

There  is  no  public  scavenging  in  the  district,  sewage,  house 
refuse  and  excerement,  being  disposed  of  on  the  land. 

There  are  not  many  water  closets :  pail  closets  or  privies  bein 
generally  used.  These  are  as  a  rule  quite  satisfactory  and  al^ 
though  the  old-fashioned  privy  is  often  thought  to  be  insanitary" 
in  my  opinion  there  is  no  nuisance  from  them  if  they  are  properly? 
constructed  and  regularly  cleaned  out. 

I  do  not  however  consider  them  suitable  for  schools,  as  they 
cannot  as  a  rule  be  placed  far  enough  away  from  the  school,  nor 
be  cleaned  out  often  enough ;  and  I  regret  that  there  are  still  a  few 
left  in  the  district. 


This  matter  has  been,  and  is  still,  engaging,  the  attention  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself. 

During  the  first  part  of  the  period  under  review  (1920 — 25) 
the  high  cost  of  building  materials,  etc.  prevented  us  from  urging 
the  conversion  of  these,  but  during  the  last  two  years  four  schools 
have  had  proper  pan  closets  installed,  and  we  hope  to  get  the 
remainder  converted  before  very  long. 


Housing. 

1  General  Housing  Conditions. 

The  conditions  in  the  district  are  generally  satisfactory. 

There  has  not  been  any  acute  shortage  of  houses  during  the 
period  under  review  (1921 — 25)  and  there  is  still  less  now.  In 
fact  during  the  last  year  there  were,  within  4  miles  of  my  own 
house,  3  good  cottages  vacant  from  April  6th  to  the  end  of  the 
year ;  and  a  few  others  in  different  parts  of  the  district  for  varying 
periods.  I  think  this  was  due  to  the  depressed  state  of  agriculture, 
the  farmers  probably  trying  to  run  their  farms  with  as  little  labour 
as  possible. 

Under  the  Addison  Act  of  1919,  it  was  computed  that  234 
new  houses  were  needed  in  the  district  as  follows  : — 65  additional, 
105  to  take  the  place  of  those  considered  unfit,  and  66  to  replace 
those  considered  to  be  below  standard. 

As  I  was  not  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  that  time  I  am  not 
thoroughly  conversant  with  the  conditions  then  prevailing,  but  in 
the  light  of  subsequent  events  I  venture  to  think  that  this  estimate 
was  far  too  high.  In  the  first  place  the  population  has  decreased 
chiefly  on  account  of  the  depression  in  Agriculture,  and  also  partly 
from  the  fact  that  people  who  came  to  reside  in  the  district  after 
the  war,  on  account  of  the  shortage  of  houses  in  the  towns,  have 
begun  to  drift  back  again  as  more  houses  have  been  erected; 
secondly,  I  think  that  the  standard  of  fitness  was  placed  at  a 
higher  level  than  was  really  neccessary  ;  and  thirdly,  the  expressed 
desire  of  the  inhabitants  of  each  village  not  to  be  done  out  of  the 
new  houses  wihich  they  understood  they  would  have  to  help  to 
pay  for  under  the  Addison  Act,  whether  they  actually  had  them 
or  not,  may  have  caused  the  figures  to  be  unduly  inflated. 

During  the  last  5  years  190  new  houses  have  been  built,  all 
by  private  enterprise,  and  there  are  at  present  (January,  1926)  8 
further  houses  in  course  of  erection.  Of  the  190  completed  houses, 
47  were  built  with  state  assistance  under  the  Housing  Act  of  1923, 
no  houses  being  built  under  the  Acts  of  1919  or  1924. 


From  March  1st,  1925,  you  decided  to  increase  the  Subsidy 
under  the  Act  to  ,£"100  in  suitable  cases,  and  I  think  that  decision 
had  the  effect  of  stimulating  the  erection  of  houses  and  thus 
improving  the  situation. 

During  1925  there  were  42  new  houses  erected,  26  of  which 
were  Subsidy  houses  ;  and  of  the  latter  8  received  the  extra  Subsidy. 

The  detailed  Housing  Statistics  for  1925  will  be  found  in 
the  Appendix,  Table  No.  7. 

2  Overcrowding  is  practically  non-existent  in  the  district* 
Only  one  case  was  reported  in  1925,  and  the  neccessaiy  steps 
were  taken  to  have  this  remedied. 

3  Fitness  of  houses.  The  general  standard  is  good.  Principal 
defects  are  caused  by  neglect  of  ordinary  repairs,  due  to  the  high 
cost  of  building,  etc.,  since  the  war.  If  it  were  possible  to  give 
some  financial  help  from  the  rates  to  landlords,  who  would  not 
otherwise  be  unable  to  afford  the  expense,  so  that  they  could 
repair,  or  improve  the  condition  of  their  cottages,  it  wrould  be  of 
great  assistance  in  improving  the  Housing  condition  in  this  district. 


Byelaws. 

The  following  Byelaws  have  been  adopted  in  these  districts — 

Semi-Urban  Building  Byelaws,  (in  1921)  for  the  villages  of 
Holton-le-Clay,  North  Thoresby,  Tetney,  Ludborough  &  Trusthorpe. 

Byelaws  wTitli  regard  to  Tents,  Vans  &  Sheds,  in  1921. 

Byelaws  with  regard  to  Nuisances,  in  1924. 


In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Public  Health  Acts  Committee,  for  their  kindness  and 
consideration,  and  for  the  help  they  have  given  to  me  not  only 
during  the  last  year  but  also  during  the  whole  of  the  period 
reviewed  by  this  report.
